diers as "lobsters.” A fanciful etymol­ 
ogist might easily find a connection be 
tween the p resenf day slang use of 
lobster 
and the six toon tn century 
word "lob,” denoting a sluggish and 
stup id p erson, which occurs in Shake 
spenre and contemp orary p lays and 
p oems, usually as a synonym for "lob- 
ber. 
But the earliest known instance 
of the derisive use of the slang term Is 
the coup ling of "lobsters and tatterde­ 
malions," meaning soldiers and va 
grants, by Tom 
Brown (11573-1704). 
Brown is the satirist who made the 
much quoted Impro mptu adaptatio n o f 
an epigram by Martial, 
directing it 
against his instructo r and beginning. 
"I do not like thee. Dr. Fell.”—Phila­ 
delp hia Press.

DEATH OF AN OLD PIONEER 


A Resident of Whiteside County for 
Six ty -fiv e Years. 
Mrs. Mary Z. I*unt, who died at the 
ho me o f her daughter, Mrs. J. E. 
Swingley in Vlasbellto wn, Io wa, and 
was hurried at Fulto n last week, was 
a resident o f the latter city as early as 
1840. 
Mrs. Lunt was a natiVe o f Oneida 
co unty , N. Y., and her age was eighty- 
eight years, six mo nths and nine days 
She was the wido w o f O. S. Lunt, a 
pio neer o f this sectio n, who first came 
to Illino is in May, 1836. fro m Bo sto n 
making his way by canal, stages and 
lake, and settled first in Chicago , where 
he remained until the spring o f 1838, 
when he came to D/xo n, and started 
do wn Ro ck river in a small bo at, land- 
ng at Ro ck I-land. No t being satisfied 
with the pro spects there he embarked 
o n a Mississippi steamer and landed at 
"New Yo rk," no w Clinto n, and then 
walked to Lyo ns and cro ssed the river 
to Fulto n in a large cano e, the pri­ 
mitive ferry o f the time. In 1839 he 
to o k a claim in the to wn o f Jo rdan, 
later kno wn as the Dr. Penningto n 
farm, and built a lo g ho use upo n it. 
In 1840 he mo ved to Fulto n and pur­ 
chased a ho use and several lo ts, lo cat­ 
ed near where no w stands the No rth­ 
ern Illino is co llege. Here he co ntin­ 
ued to reside until tbe fall o f 1852, 
when he purchased a farm in Fulto n 
which fo r years was kno wn as tbe 
"Co ttage Gro ve” farm. Mrs. Lunt 
also shared tbe vicissitudes o f early 
pio neer life and survived her husband 
by many years.
